Ceylon.—The Columbo Auxiliary Bible 
Suciety continues to manifest a laudable 
apxicty to give effect to the design of its 
institution. 

An event has indeed occurred—the la- 
nented decease of Mr. William Toelfrey— 
which, while it deprived the Society of a 
vost able, disinterested, and indefatigable 
gatijutor, threatened to involve its trans- 
‘ation business in inextricable perplexity. 
At the time of his dissolution, and as a 
principal cause, it is believed, of that pre- 
mature occurrence, Mr. Tolfrey was en- 
aged in revising the translation of theNew 

iestament into Cingalese, and making ap 
‘ntirely new translation of it into the Pali 
Dialect With Mr, Tolfrey, it was to have 
been apprehended that these two works, so 
important to the propagation of Christiapi- 
ty in the island, would have fallen to the 
round; but, through the good providence 
of God, such an evil was averted. In the 
Rev. Messrs, Chater and Clough, and Mr.

uongly has this disposition been map }the jail of Jaffna, he found only two of the 


prisoners who could read; and he gave to 
each a Testament, which they promised to 
read to their fellow prisoners. In the 
course of a short time, one of them had 
read the whole to several who were anx- 
ous tohear it. The jaitor-reported, that, 
since this humane attention had been shewn 
0 the prisoners, the prison was no longer 
listurbed with the same drunken noise, 
ind gambling, which, before, too frequent- 
iv prevailed. A similar teform is stated 
>have followed the employment of th: 

ame mcans among the prisoners in the 
j°u at Point de Galle. This reform wa: 
haracterized among othet things,by a par- 
icular respect for the Sabbath. “ They 
were formerly,” observes the relater, “ in 
he habit of cleansing out the jail en Sun- 
day morning ; but now they work after the 
usual hour on Saturday evening ; to avoid 
reaking the fourth commandment.” Such 
resuits, while they evince the power of the 
Divine Word, and that under very unfavo- 
rable circumstances, demonstrate, at the 
same time, the selsonableness and utility 
of those exertions by which its dissemina- 
tion is promoted. 

On the bulk of the ignorant and une/du- 
cated Natives it were premature to expect 
that any considerable impression should 
yet have been mnade. It does, however, 
appear, that, in several parts of the island, 
the Scripwres, both ip the Tamul and Cin- 
galese dialects, have been sought for with 
yreat avidity: copies of the latter have 
been eagerly received by the intelligen: 
among the Cingalese, and even by several 
uf the Budchist Priesthesd, who have of 
late, in some places, been roused to an un 

common degree of inquiry on the subyec! 
of the Christian Scriptures. This disposi- 
tion has been greatly coufirmed by the ex 

amples of certain Natives of high rank anu 
superior information, who, under the influ- 
ence of Divine Grace, hive been broughi, 
chicfly turough reading the Scriptures, to 
renounce their idolatry,and make a public 
profession of the Christian faith. The in- 
flueuce of these events has been widely 
propagate; and not ony the superstitious 
Budhists, but the haughty “ Mahomedans, 
save Segun to manifest an inclination to re- 
ceive instraction themselves, and to per- 
nit their children to partake of the benefit 
of an improved education.” 

It only remains to observe, that the as- 
sistance granted from the Parent Soeiety, 
both in printing-paper and books, to the 
Columbo Auxiliary, ps been beneficiaily 
felt, and gratefully acknowledged. In the 
mean time, the contributions derived trom 
che inhabitants, (always respectable,) have 
been considerably augmented by the servi- 
ces of an Auxiliary Committee at Jaffna ; 
and also by a very liberal donation from 
the Archdeacon of Bombay, during a viSit 
which he made to Columbo, in company 
with the Bishop of Calcutta. It is a grati- 
fication to add, on the auihority of the Se- 
eretary, that both the Bishop and the Arch- 
Jeacon “ expressed great satisfaction at the 

-ligious exertions that are making in the 
island.” 

Bombay.—The Society at Bombay has, 
in the discharge of its duties, paid equal 
attention to the distribution of the Scrip- 
tures already in its possession, and to the 
procurement of such new translations as 
are required by the nations inhabiting the 
éhores along which it is expected its ope- 
rations wiil be extended —It having been 
discovered, that the want of the Scriptures 
among the soldiers and poorer British 
inhabitants was greater than had been 
supposed, a depository was opened for the 
sale, at reduced prices,of the Oid and New 
Testaments, im several European and Na- 
tive Languages. By this means, the read- 
ing of the Scriptures has been facilitated 
among all classes; and there is reason to 
hope, that this measure will be productive 
of ood effects + as even among the mili- 
tary a promising spirit is said to have been 
awakened; and, among the lower order in 
general, the neglect of the Bible is consi- 
dered to bave arisen more from the want 
of means and opportunity of reading it, 
than from any indifference to the word of 
God. i 4 
Beyond the immediate precincts of Bom- 
bay, the Society bas endeavored to extend 
its good offices to the Christians at Surat, 
at Kaira in Guzerat, and at Seroor in the 
neighborhood of Poonah ; at each of which 
places English Clergymen are now sta- 
ioned. 

To the southward of Bombay, on the 
Malabar Coast, the Committee have sent 
for distribution, some copies of the New 
Testament, in Portugucse,for the use ol 
the Native Christians at Cananore ; fs 
French, at Mahe ; and in Dutch, at Cochin. 
In the last of these places, (the most. inte- 
rest of all within the reach of this So- 
ciety.) ivs Committee have presented t 
the Syrian Churches those copies of the 
Syriac Gospel (edited by the late Dr. Buc 
hich had been forwarded to then. 
for that purpose. This sup- 
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Clergy ; who expressed satisfaction with 
the manner in which the printing was ex- 


ecuted, and their most earnest desire to 


receive the whole of the Old and New 
Testament printed jn the same manner.— 
Ihis desire will have bcen to a certain ex-

From the Coast of Malabar the Bombay 
Bible Society has endeavored to extend its 
influence to the distant shores of the Per- 
sian Gulf; and it has there distributed se- 
veral Arabic Bibles, partly through the 
means of the British Resident at Bussorah. 
“ A connexion,” as its Committee ob 

serves, “seems thus to be immediately 
formed with the Parent Society in London: 
which, by the numerous Societies in Rus- 
sia and Germany, in the Crimea, and even 
in Georgia ; by its correspondence at Con- 
stamtinople ; in parts of Asia Minor, and 
vastly, with the British Resident at Bag- 
dad; has established a connexion threugh- 
out the vast continent of Europe and Asia, 
from the banks of the Thames to the re- 
gions of the Ganges.” 

Java —The Java Auxiliary Bible Soci- 
ety, at Batavia, formed under the auspices 
of Sir Thomas Raffles, and eminently in- 
debted to his friendship and excrtions, has 
found, in the new Governor General of 
that settlement, Baron Van der Gapelien, 
a President from whose attachment to the 
Institution and attention to its proceedings, 
well-founded hopes are entertained of its 
prosperity and success.—By the latest 
accounts, the large supplics of printing 
paper sent by your Society, lor an edition 
of the Scriptures in the Low Malay, had 
been safely received; and the translation 
into that dialect was proceeding in a very 
satisfactory manucr, when the premature 
death of its most assiduous and indefatiga- 
‘te Secretary, the Rev. Mr. Supper, threw 
a gloom over the affairs of the Society, and 
»vccasioned the most painful and distress- 
ingg embarrassment. From this state of 
perplexity, which overtook the Directors 
in April, 1817, they would, however, it is 
noped, afier a short interval, have recover 

ed; and, in the mean time, it is pleasing 
to hearthem state, that, although, “ in con- 
sequence of the restoration of the island to 
its mother country, they had united them- 
scives with the Nett rlands Bidie Society, 
they intended to continue their correspon- 
dence with the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, and not to lose sight of the relation 


tion, with which they were at first con- 
nected.” 

Amboyna —The Auxiliary Bible Socie- 
ties at Amboyna and Penang (or Prince of 
Wales’s Isiand,) as also the branch at Ma- 
lacca, are, according to their respective 
means and opportunitics, assisting to im- 
part the Holy Scriptures, in the native lan- 
guages, to Christians and heathens. 

The want of the Scriptures at Amboyna 
may be painfully inferred, from the fact of 
a Malay Bible having in November, 1816, 
fetched, at a public sale, forty-six Spanish 
dollars, (upward of 10/. sterling ) What 
provision bas been made, both in London 
and Calcuita, for remedying this want, has 
already been stated. 


Penang.—The Penang Bible Society 
commenced its proceedings, by ordering a 
supply of the Scriptures in the English, 
Portuguese, Dutch, Malayan, Bengalee, 
Telinga, Persian, and Tamul languages. 
from the Depository of the Calcutta Auxi- 
liary Bible Society; with which Institution 
it was more particularly formed to co-ope- 
rate, in order the better to realize its de- 
sign of rendering the Island of Penang the 
medium of distributing the Holy Scrip- 
tures among the more eastern islands and 
nations of Asia. 


Malacca.—From Malacca, the principal 
intelligence respects the printing and dis- 
tribution of the Chinese Scriptures, 

The Rev. Dr. Morrison, early in last 
year, directed 9000 copies of his Chinese 
Translation of the New Testament, toge- 
ther with certain i iene of the Penta- 
teuch, translated by himself and the Rev. 
Mr. Milne to be printed at Malacca; not 
considering it prudent to print them at 
Canton. Of the preceding editions, Mr. 
Milne had made a very extensive, and, in 
many instances, successful distribution ; 
particularly in Java, Penang, and Malacca. 

In Penang, Mr. Milne estimates the num- 
ber of Chinese Settlers at 8000; and he 
obseryes, that in the course of his distribu- 
tion, he did not meet with one whe did not 
thankfully receive a New-Testament from 


In Malacca Mr, Miine has found many 
openings for putting the Chinese Scrip- 
tures into circulation. By the communi- 
cation which it maintains with those places 
in the Archipelago, where the Chinese 
reside, with various parts of Cochin-China 
and Siam, where multitudes ef Chinesc

New South Wales=To these Asiatic 
details your Comntittce have the satistace 
on to add the picasing and memorable 
fact, that a Bible Society has been formed 
at Sydney, in Port Jackson, under the dew 
‘signation of * The Auxiliary Bibie Soé 
ty of New South Wales.” At the instit 
tion of this Society (which took place of 
the 7th of March, 1817,) His Excellency 
the Governor, who presided, explained, to 
a numerous assembly of officers, gentle- 
men, and private individuals, the nature 
of the’ proposed establishment, which he 
thought himself bound to support, “ asa 
man and a Christian.” The Rev. Samuel 
Marsden, Senior Chaplin, His Honor the 
Judge Advocate, and other respectable in- 
dividuals, took part in the proceedings ; 
and the formation of the Society was fol- 
lowed by some practical arrangements for 
carrying its object into effect,as well as by 
a liberal subscription of more than 300/. 
OF this sum, 150/. Save been remitied 1a 
your Society, accompanied with a respecte 
{ful communication trom His Excellency 
Governor Macquarie : acknowledging the 
ireceipt of 4000 Bibles and Testaments, 
sent out by your Society for the use of the 
Colonists, “ which,” adds the Governor, 
“ they stood greatly in need of, and will be 
most thankful to receive on any terms.” 
His Excellency vives at the same time an 
account of the judicious measures which 
he bad adopted tor eff-cting their proper 
distribution. On the whole when it is.con- 
sidered under what circumstanges, and for 
what end this remote Settlement was form- 
ed, the degree of prosperity which it has 
attained, and the geographical position 
which it occupies, your Committee cannot 
hut regard the establishment of the New 
South Wales Auxiliary Bible Society, as 
an event of considerable moment; and ap- 
licipate, from its future operations, great 
moral benefit, not only to the Colony itself, 
but to the other parts of New Holland, aed 
the adjacentIsiands,with whieh it mayhere- 
after cultivate a friendly communication. 


_ Africa — Africa, though, from the pecu- 
ilar circumstances of that Continent, re- 
quiring, more than almost any portion of 
the globe, the sort of instruction which the 
Scriptures are designed to convey, has 
hitherto derived little benefit, com para- 
tively, from the institution of Bible Socie- 


tics.

Encouraged by these appearances, in 
concurrence with the sure word of proph- 
ecy, your Committee will cherish a hope, 
that the day may not be distam, when the 
light, now hovering on the borders of this 
vast Continen’, wii] penetrate into the in- 
terior; and dissipate the awful delusion 
wonder which nearly one hundred and fifty 
millions of human beings do homage to 
the grossest idolatry, and the most demor- 
alizing imposture. 

Americam—in America the cause con- 
tinues to flourish; and the Correspondents 
of your Society report from ume te time, 
such particulars, as evince that the Serip- 
tures are rising in estimationamong a great 
proportion of the inhabitants of the north- 
ern division of that vast Continent, and its 
contiguous Islands and Sealements. 

United States —[ Under this head,a sum- 
mary is given of the progress of Bible So- 
cieties in this country—but having recent- 
ly published the Report of our National 
institution we pass over them.] 

British North America——To the Auxi* 
liary Bible Societies, previously existing 
in British North America, the following 
have been added, since the last Report :

-{ had no just idea of the numbers of 
Négroes that wish for Bibles, till I men- 
cioned to some of them, that I would pro- 
cure Bibles for those who wished to have 
them. The next week applications pour- 
ed in from every plantation, and every 
quarter.” 


Similar accounts have been transmitted 
froun New Providence, where whites and 


blacks emulated each other in expressing 
their thanks for the Bibles and Testaments 
received,and in petitioning for further sup- 
plies. - So great was the demand for Spa- 
nish Testaments, that 48 were sold in a 
day, for half a dollar each. 

Hayti—Your Committee will only add, 
that the 00 Bibles, and 1000 Testaments, 
in French and English, sent to CapeHenry, 
in St. Domingo, have been received, and 
Count Lemonade, in acknowledging the 
receipt of them, adds, “ His Majesty has 
caused them to be distributed in the schools 
and in the army, for the propagation of the 
truths ofthe Holy Scriptures.” 1000 co- 
pies of the Four Gospels and Acts of the 
Apostles, in French and English, in paral- 
lel columns, were also despatched to that 
quarter, early in the present year: and 
(the edition being finisted) they have since 
been followed by 3000 entire New-Testa- 
ments, together with the second part of 
what bad been previously forwarded. The 
particular object of this impression, exe- 
cuted atthe éxpress request of the King 
of Hayti, is, to facilitate the acquisition of

to England, told them he had no authority 
to take them ; that they would be a great 
expense tothe Committee who manage 
the Missions, and that there was no room 
in the vessel. They repeatedly waited up-

REVIVAL IN TROY, Vr. 
Extract from the Journal of Rev.Levi Par- 
sons, of a missionary tour throughsthe 
northern part of Vermont—June, 4818. 
‘Troy, (formerly Missisque) contains tbir- 
ty-five families. Previousto the revival, 
only one individual was known asa profes- 
ser of religion, & only one family, in which 
were offered morning and evening sacrifi- 
ces. From information, I have been lead 
to believe, that, in scarce any place, did the 
sins of Sabbath-breaking, swearing and in- 
toxication prevail to a more alarming ex- 
cess. Especially, for a few months pre- 
vious to this, every thing seemed to be 
ripening for the judgment of Heaven. But 
He, who is rich in mercy, looked down 
with compassion. It is difficult, if not im- 
hossible, to account, upon natural princi- 
ples, for the first serious impressions. We 
can recur to-no alarming proyidences, no 
appeals to the passions, no allusions to the 
wrath ‘to come... But God, determining to 
bring into contempt all homan glory, hath 
accomplished the work Aimse/f. Some 
were convicted in'the field ; others during 
the silence of the night; some by 
the name of God blasphemed; others by 
reflecting upon death, and the subsequent 
events of the judgment day.

supposed ability, that according to the in- 
junction of the Apestle, “ every one of us 
may lay by in storg as the Lord hath pros- 
pered him.” | 

_ 5. Sevepal of’ the brethren shall be de- 
signated at each annual meeting, whose 
duty it shall be to notify each member of 
the church, of the sum alotted them res- 
pectively, and to receive the same preyi- 
ously to the next annual meeting, 

6. A Treasurer shall be chosen at each 
anpual meetingy who shall receive and be 
accountable for the money thus collected 
of the members, and who shall make an 
annual report. 

7. The Treasurer shall pay out the mo- 
ney thus callected, only to the order of the

8. The Church ateach angual meeting 
shall appropriate the sum ther in the Trea- 
sury, in such a manner as they shall deem 
best calculated to promote the spread of 
the Gospel.

west side of James River, 120 Miles aboye the city

TWENTY-FOURTH GENERAL MEETING 
OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 
Held in London on the 13th, 14th, and 15th days 
of May, 1818. 

We have now tke pleasing task of pre- 
senting to the friends of Missicns to the 
Heathen a summary account of the late 
Anniversary of the Missionary Society, the 
first public meeting of which was held at 

Surrey Chaftel.—The prayers of the Es- 
tablished Church were read by Rev. Row- 
land Hill, minister of the chapel. Thx 
prayer which preceded the serinon was 
offered up by Rev.Mr. Morell, of St. Neots 
The Rev. Raiph Wardlaw of Glasgow then 
preached a truly missionary Ciscourse 0: 
Acts xvii. 16. ‘ Now while Paul waited fo: 
them at Athens his spirit was stirred in 
him, when he saw the city wholly given 
to idolatry.’ 

Tabernacle—This place being filled at 
an cariy hour, notices were distributed ai 
the doors, informing those who could not 
gain admittance,that a sermon would forth- 
with be preached at dlbion Chaptel,in the 
neighborhood, which had readily been 
granted on the occasion, by the Rev. Alex- 
ander Fletcher, minister of that place.

William Alers 
Hankey, Esq. the Treasurer, was request- 
¢d to take the chair; a hymn was sung,and 
the Rev. Mr. Browning, prayed for the 
presence and blessing of God on theSocie- 
ty and its operations. The plan of the 
Society, agreed upon at its first establish- 
ment, was then read by the Rev. Mr. Piatt, 
together with the fundamental principfile of 
the Society, disclaiming all party and sec- 
tarian views. 

Mr. Robert Steven then stated, that se- 
veral other Missionary Societies having 
been formed since the institution of this in 
1795, some confusion had arisen for want 
of a tithe more distinctive than that which 
was then adopted ; and that other Socie- 
ties, «t home and abroad, having generally 
given us the appellation of the London 
Missionary Society, he proposed, and it 
was Unanimously agreed, that hereafter ip 
all the publications of the Society, its Title 
shall be thus expressed ;—* Zhe Missiona- 
ry Society, instituied inthe year 1795, usu- 
ally called TheLoudon Missionary Society.’ 

The Report of the proceedings of the 
Directors for the past year, but considera- 
bly abridged, was next read by the Secre- 
tary, assisted by his son, the Rev: H. F. 
Burder. 

The Treasurer then presented a detailed 
account of the receipts and disbursements 
of the Society for the year ending March

pel to mankind even in the present life. 

There are two different ways. in which 
God works with respect to the success oi 
the gospel. Sometimes he grants succes: 
at first. No sooner is the gospel preached, 
than conversions take piace. At other 
times a missionary may appear to labor in 
vain, butit is notin vain. All that time 
truths were entering into the mind,enlight 
ening and working upon the conscience ; 
and afterwards, by the blessing of God 
upon their labors, conversions have follow- 
ed close one upon another ; and the Great 
Head ofthe church has shewed this, ghat 
the minister was not before jaboring in 
vain ; but that he was breaking up the fal- 
low ground, and the field was preparing 
for that crop which afterwards covered it. 
This should encourage us, and excite in us 
a spirit of prayer, that the blessing of God 
may attend the cause of missions. 

We have great encouragement to pro- 
ceed, and ground of congratulation,in what 
our eyes have seen, as tothe labors and 
success of our missionaries, and that the 
spirit of the Christian world has been a- 
roused to unite in this work of advancing 
the kingdom of Christ. How many Socie- 
ties have sprung up since ours ! We have 
stirred up the spirit of Christians abroad. 
In Holland, in Switzerland, in Germany, 
and above all in America! And how many 
have been stirred up at home? One de- 
nomination and class has been establishing 
a Missionary Society after another, until, 
shall I say ¢ the last has now appeared: 
and the dignitaries of the Established 
Church, are preparing, on a large and ex- 
tensive scale, to send missionaries to India 
and Ceylon. May God give them success ! 
Who will speak against missions now, and 
call them enthusiastic? It is no small 
thing that the minds and dispositions of 
men are so changed; if we go on at this 
rate, we know not where we shali stop ; 
there will be the adding of one thing to 
another, until that glorious season,when alli 
the ends of the earth shall see the salvation 
ofour God. Weare now surrounded by 
many other Missionary Societies: and 
that consideration imposes duties upon us, 
to behave aright to those that are members 
of the same family. Here let us not be 
wanting. We shall go straight forward in 
the path of duty, and not be justied out ol 
the way by any, but pursue those methods 
we consider the gospel teaches us, in or- 
der to carry on our plans, for the advance- 
ment of the cause of Christ in the world. 
But while we do this, let us shew a plea- 
sant disposition to others, Let us beware 
of boasting—let us not cry, We are the 
people—we are the fittestto translate the 
Scriptures, Gdiecemote missions..
